Report of School Board 


FELLOW CITIZENS: 


Another year has passed so we may take a retrospect- 
ive look back and say to ourselves, have we done our duty 
to our schools so that we can feel satisfied that we are in 
no way responsible because we have not had better schools 
the past year? ; 

Some of our citizens have never been known to speak 
a good word for our schools, but on the contrary they seem 
to be possessed with the idea that finding fault will give us 
better schools. Working together for best results, whether 
for social, business, or educational ends, we must get 
together more often and work for them, if we are going to 
have the modern conveniences of the day. : 

Your committee has been reading lately of a woman of 
character ; she showed it by taking her child in hand when 
he did not want to go to school. The boy soon found himself 
disrobed and put to bed.whenever he chose that alternative 
to going to school. In an incredibly short time the boy 
was clothed and ihis right mind going to school. It is to be 
regretted that some of our school registers are marked with 
so many absent and tardy marks. 

Some one has well said that ‘“‘true education for boys 
and girls teaches them what they ought to know when they 


become men and women.’’ ‘There are things which boys 
and girls must learn which are not taught in any school or 
college. 


First, they must be taught to be honest, truthful and 
genuine, this is very essential; they must be taught to be

pure in thought, word, and deed, pure in mind and body. - 
They should be taught to be polite, everything that is 
coarse and unmanly or unwomanly should be avoided, es- 
pecially the taking of the name of God in vain. 
We recommend that the district raise $50.00 to repair 
schoolhouses.
